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ABSTRACT ' 

This evaluation of Right to Read programs was 
undertaken to provide analytic comparison of pre- and posttest 
results in- reading achievement and attitudinal change for a 
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following three OaklanS, California, schools: Crocker Highlands, 
Pr^scott, and Webster. For each individual school, charts and graphs 
are presented which show mean scores for reading tests, deviation ^of 
these mean scores from national norms, gain scores, and attitude test 
scores. It was. apparent that. with a few exceptions, little measurable 
gain has been accomplished since the introduction of these p.rograms. 
The relatively short (six months) duration of program operation most 
likely accounts for these findings. (KS^

The tv;o schools which established specific objectives relating 

to test performance defined their goals as follows: "To ipiprove 

scores on standardized tests of reading ability at a rate gre- ter 

than students from a similar population not participating in 7:he 

program. 

While no matched control group has been utilized in this study, 
longitudinal comparison of perform.ance at the same school before and. 
after the introduction of the Right to Read program should yield a 
suitable measure. ^ 

As stipulated by National Right to Read and the rwo Oakland 
schools / standardized tests have been used to measure gains in 
reading performance. This report contains the results of two 
separate^ administrations of standardized teading tests, with a 
one year interval between the tw£y admin is-* .rations . * The pre-test 
vas admini al^red in May, 1972, before Right to Read became operational 
and the pcit-cest was administered in May, 1973. 

Constraints . ^ 

The following key issues have an important bearing on the 
interpretation of these test results:

, f9^^ a maximum, period of approximately six months^ so <t:hat 
the- measu rable imp'"act' can be expected to be limited .

in terms of "the largest number*^f pupils. ..' (falling) in

Based on the constraints described above, it is suggested that 
the reading test performance results contained within this report 
be viev;ed v/ith due cautior . ■ 

Because of the limitations inherent in relying solely on test 
scores, Pacific T. & T. A. has been instructed to include an assess-" 
ment of children's attitudes as an independcai: ouLcome measure of 
change. Procedures and cbnGtrJfints attendant upon the develop.nrent

Pacific T. & T. A. was further employed,> under separate contract 
.to conduct a, process evaluation for the purpose of describing and ■ 
assessing programmatic components. The results of that study are 
contained in a separate report.^ That report, like this one, is - 
organized on a schc3ol-by-sciiool basis so that cross comparisons 
betv/een produot and program processes can readily be made by the 
reader.

The only pre-attitUde test- material delivered "to 
Pacific T. & T. A. .consisted of- unscored answer 
•sheets, for grades 4-6 at Webster School. Since the^ ' 
_ . available data.was so limited, there was. -no standard- 
ization information on the test ^which had been 

^employed/ and there was an expressed belief that 
greater diversity of items was" desirable," it was 
. , .decide^ to develop a revised attitude . test for 

post-administration. We were nonetheless interested 
in retaining ^ basis for those pre and post comoarison 
which could be made (i.e., for Webster's current 
Sth and 6th grade classes); so the/following procedure

subjected to an item analysis ''(frequency of resp6nses

Ef f orcts v/crc made to keep the items short and un- - 
ambiguous and at the same time to avoid obviously 
''correct" responses; to free children to express 
negative attitudes; and to retain a balance of items

As indicated earlier, the format for gathering data 
. on the children's attitudes about reading was dictated 
by the pre-test previously used by the project. In 
accord with this instrument, new items consisted of 
a statement to V7hich a child could respond: strongly 
agree, agree, undecided , disagree, strongly disagree, 
^he statements were read- aloud to a group of children. 
Each child then indicated hig; feeling about the state- 
-ment by selecting one of the responses itemized above, 
in a column headed by a corresponding happy or 
unhap-^jy face. The new test* is co.T^prised of 25 items 
consisting ef: seven items from the origii-jal test; five 
self-coHLrcpt itci?.s; three items relating to possible 
reasons for existing attitudes; two items dealing v/ith 
the child's perception of his responsibility for his 
own learning; and the balance attempting to tap the 
various dimensions df attitudes tov:ard reading. — as a 
useful activity and as a source of pleasure. The 
. maximum score possible is 125. 

The dependent variable yielded by this inventory is 
a score for positive reading attitudes; the higher the 
score", tlie more positive the attitude; A repeated 
measures approach v;ould utilize a different score 
betv:een uest/re-test results. 
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•*It should bo noted that tho revised test has riot been tested for cither 
reliability or v«Tlidity. v:c arc beginning to nr^.^r.c the nccc:;5^nry gata and 
have undertaken, a iM'clinin:.ry ite;n analysis (which t}i;:s far indicates a cjood 
docjrce 'of corrc'.rop.dcnce botv.N^cn individual itcxo and total score) , 4^ut the 
full analytic i^roccdtzro:^ i<:qnircd go far beyond t]:c scope of this contract 
(in tcj-ir.s of bot;i tiinc and money) . 
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The revised attitude test was then submitted for 
approval and the following steps undertaken to distri- 
bate the tests and secure completed responses:

(b) answer sheets were prepared for each child > 

(c) sets v;ere packaged for each school and delivered 
to them • 

(d) arrangements for administrati'on were made at each

(e) tests were administered by classroom teachers in 
May, 1973 and identified by school and grade 

(f) keypunch and computer analysis procedures were 
established for scoring and comparing with other 
data. - ^ 

The test proved to be too difficult fqr first and 
second graders^ so that only data from grades 3-6 
is included in this report. If subsequent efforts 
are made to tap attitudes in 1st and 2nd graders, ^it 
is suggested that a short series of yes/no items be 
administered on a one-to-one verbal basis. 
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A suinmary of all dajta utilized in the product evaluation is

Standardized -Tests • , 

Standardized tests wefo administered by classroom teachers to 
all of the children in grades 1-6 in May, 1972 and again in May, 
1973. For the purpose of this study, the 1972 resnlts constitute 
the pre~test and the- 1973 results constitute the post-test. Since 
we were primarily interested in tracking the performance of individual 
children over a one-year span (during which they had been pronto ted 
to a higher grade) v;e utilized pre-test data for grades 1-5 arid 
post-test data for grades 2~G. The follov;ing chart is a summary 
of the instruments, forms, levels, dates of administration, and 
national norms for the pre and post-tests utilized. in the evaluation.

All scores were translated into grade equivalents, and mean 
grade equivalents were computed for both the pre and post-tests oh 
the basis of grade level,* In addition to the means computed for 
the 1972 and 1973 test administrations, grade level means for 1971 
were available from the Work Statements prepared by each of the 
schools for national Right to Re^d. The 1971 scores are not directly 
compaorable in all cases, since sOTie of those tests were administered 
in October**, rather than in May, Nevertheless, , they are being, 
included in this overview in order , to provide an additional basis for . 
comparison and .to expand the longitudinal ddlmen^ion of the data. 

Figure 3 is a summary of the mean grade equivalents achieved 
by each grade level on the three succeeding years. Different groups 
of children are, of course, represented at the same grade ^ level in 
each succeeding yaar. An estimate of gain can be secured by making 
cross-comparisons (e.g., grade 2 in 1971 — > grade 3 in 1972 -4 grade 4 
in 1973) but this'-^oes not constitute a precise statement of individual 
gain because of the turnover factor-***

While niean scores tend to obscure the wide range of individual 
differences, the following conclusions may be drawn from the 
foregoing data: 

Grade 1 GE's remained almost constant from 1971 to 1972- first 
'3''^^^^^^^ 1973 is-nof yet availabl^:-l^e ^ad^^GE^creased 
by two months between 1971 and 1972 and dropped four months 1x1-1973. 
Grade 3 scores increased significantly (eight months) .between 1971 
-and 1972, and this gain was maintained and slightly increased in 
1973. 

: Sizeable leaps between 1971 and 1972 GE's were shown in orades 
4 and 5 (it should be noted, however, that the 1971 tests- for these 
grades were administered in October and thus may reflect a ^summer 
decline). Fourth grade scores showed a further increase in 1973 and 
fifth grade scores decreased very slightly. While we have no 1972 " 
scores for comparison with the 1973 sixth g.-ade scores, it will be 
seen that they show a substantial (+8 months) deviation above the 



norm.

TUiother, perhaps more productive way of looking at the data 
is in terms of gain scores. Based on our "tracking"' of individual 
students, the mean gain scores reflect the actual gains achieved 
between May, 1972 and May, 1973 for those students for whom we have 
* pre and post scores. Since a full year elapsed between May, 1972 
and May, 1973, a full month's gain for every month in school would 
yield a gain score of 1.0. " As pointed out in the introduction, 
however, a negative gain is frequent between May and October, so 
that a gain of less than 1,0 is generally tp be- anticipated . Again, 
the mean scores tend to obscure the vast individual differancas ^ 
shown in the section on individual data (with individual gain? 
ranging from a loss cf ovpr one year to a gain of several years for 
different students within the same grade level). The following 
chart is a summary of the mean gain scores. Children are listed in 
terms of their present grade level (i.e., as of May, 1973). . *

Since the mean gain slightly exceeds 1.0, it is apparent that 
Crocker Highlands children — on the average — are achieving one month's 
progress for every month in school, although .there are large 
variations aroonT classes and individuals. '

In this connection, a question must be raised concerning the 
meaning of negative gain scores (i.e., losses), which serve to 
depress the overall mean gains; namely, whether the child has 
actually lost a reading skill which he once possessed or whether 
his measured performance is adversely affected by such extraneous 
factors as the form of the test, problems with vision or hearing, an 
emotional state, or- other factors. While there are no conclusive 
answers to this theoretical issue, it is interesting to note that 
gain scores are higher for the 4th than for the 3rd grade at all 
three schools (coincidental with the shift from the Co-op Primary 
to the CTBS) . 

In interpreting all of the foregoing data on standardized 
tests, the reader is reminded that the Right to Read programs had 
been operational for a maximum of only 6-7 months at the time of 
the post-test and that many portions of the program (particularly 
those related to the provision of special materials) have been 
operational for an even briefer period. 
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Attitude Tests * * . 

Ah attitude test coi^iprised of • 25 items was administered, by 
classroom teachers in May, 1973. The test proved too difficult, 
for 1st and 2nd grade children and results are therefore reported 
for grades 3-6 only* The maximum possible score is 125 and a 
. percentile range, based on the 944 test's completed in grades' 3-6 
at all three schools., v/as computed as follows:

Analytic focus v:as therefore directed Lo comparing the 
attitude test results with reading performance. The total attitude 
test scores, and percentile .ranks, were examined in. relation to 
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reading scores — individually/ by grade level and by school, A 
•relationship betv/een the two , sets of scores v;as^ found to exist, 
but the relatively low correlation between them is reflective of 
the fact that the attitude test is measuring something dif f-erent 
from the specific skills measured by standardized reading tests. 
The following graph portrays the relationship between reading test 
scores and attitrde . scores on a grade level basis. Each class was 
listed in descending border on the basis of reading test scores for 
May, 1972. The class list was then divided at the ;rddpoint and 
mean attitude scores were computed for the top half compared with 
the bottom half / producing the follov;ing results: , •

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Wide variations were noted bety/een mean attitude scores on a 
class-by-class basis, from a low of 88,8 (40th percentile) to a 
high of 106 {90th percentile) • The relationship of this finding 
;to teacher attitudes, teaching approaches, peer group pressures or 
other factors canndt be determined at this time. 

A plotting of the individual attitude test score relationship 
for all three schools and an inter-school comparison is contained 
within the Summary. Numerous other comparisons- might have been 
explored but the discovery of the full meaning of the attitude test 
scores (and subTScales) will need to av;ait a second testing and 
additional work in the determination of reliability and validity.

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READING AND ATTITUDE DATA: 
COiMPOSITE FINDINGS 

Standardized Tests - ' 

Standardized tests were administered by classroom teachers to 
all of the children in grades 1-6 in May, 1972 and again in May, 
1973. For the purpose of this study, the 1972 results constitute 
the pre-tcst and the 1973 results constitute the post-test. Since 
we were primarily interested in tracking the performance of individual 
children-over a one-year span (during v/hich they had been promoted 
to a higher grade) we utilized pre-test data for grades 1-5 and 
post-test data for grades 2-6. The following chart Ls a summary 
of the instruments, forms, levels, dates of administration, and 
national norms for the pre and post- tests utilized in the evaluation.

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.All scores were translated into grade equivalents, and mean 
grade equivalents were computed for' both the pre and post-tests on 
the basis of grade level.* In addition to ILa means computed for 
the 1972 and 1973 test administrations, grade level means for 1971 
were available from the Work Statements prepared by each of the 
schools for national Right to Read. The 1971 scores are riot directly 
comparable in all cases, since some of those tests were administered 
in October**, rather than ir May. Nevertheless, they are being 
included in this overview in order to provide an additional basis for . 
comparison and to expand the longitudinal dimension of the data. 

Figure 10 is a summary of the mean grade equivalents achieved 
by each grade level on the three succeeding years. Different groups 
of children are, of course, represented at the samp grade level in 
each .succeeding year. An estimate of gain can be secured by making 
cross-comparisons (e.g., grade 2 in 1971 -4 grade 3 in 1972 — ^ grade 4o 
in 1973) but this does not constitute a precise statement of individual 
gain because of the turnover factor.***

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-While mean scores tend to obscure the wide range of individual 
differences, the following conclusions may be drawn from the \ 
foregoing data: . ' . ' . 

Grade 2 and 3 GE's increased 10 and 11 months respectively in 
the seven months between the October, 1971, tests and the May, 1972, 
teste. As noted earlier, however, an October-May increase is ' likely : 
to be higher than a May-May increase because October scores frequently ' 
reflect a suiraner decline. The May, 1972, gains in both second and 
third grades were maintained in 1973, although the .only further gain - 
was a single month in grade 2. Grade 4 showed a similar 10 month 
gain between 1971 and 1972 and a one month decline in 1973. 

Greatest progress between 1972 and 1973 GE's was registered by 
the fifth grade, v/hich showed a four month gain. While 1S72 figures ' 
are not available for the sixth grade, the increase betxveen October, 
1971, and Kay, 19?3, was 1.5, ahead 'of the', fifth grade increase for 
the- same time period. With the exception of the fifth, and possibly 
the sixth grades, most of the gains occurred between 1971 and 1972, 
rather than between 1972 and 19-73. This suggests that ' particular ' 
impetus was generated during the planning phase and that the operational 
,phase has not yet produced major test score gains. 

Overall, Prescott 's scores. are below the national norms at all 
grade levels from three thrbugh six, but the negative -deviation remains 
constant',' rather than increasing, in the upper grades. 
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Another, perhaps more productive way of looking at the data 
is in terms of gain scores* Based on our "tracking" of individual 
students^ the mean gain scores reflect the actual gains, achieved 
between May^ ^1972 and May^ 1973 for those students for whom we have 
pre .and post scores • Since a full year elapsed between May^ 1972 
and May, 1973, a full month's gain for every month in school would 
yield a gain score of 1,0 • As pointed out in the introduction^ 
however / a negative gain is frequent between May and October, so 
that a gain of less than 1,0 is generally to be anticipated* Again, 
the mean scores tend to obscure the vast individual differences 
\ shown in the section on individual data (with individual gains 
\ranging from a loss of over one year to a gain of several years for 
Afferent students within the same grade level) • The following 
chart is a summary of the mean gain scores. Children are listed in 
terras of their present grade level (i.e., as of May, 1973).

Prescott gains exceed the 1.0 at grade 1, fall to just below 
one month a't grade 2 and steadily improve thereafter^ with approxi- 
mately Ih years gained for one year in grade 6« Overall, however, 
Prescott falls slightly short of the month-- for-month gain required 
to "keep up" • 
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In this connection, a question must be raised concerning the 
meaning of negative gain scores (i.e.', losses)., which serve to 
depress the ove;r3lJ. mean gains; namely, whether the child Kis 
actually lost a reading skill which he once possessed or whc"-her 
his measured performance is adversely affected by such extraneous 
factors as the form of the test/'problenis with vision or hearing, 
emotional state, or-- other factors. While there are no conclusive 
answers to this theoretical issue, it is interesting to note that 
gain scores are higher for the 4th than for the 3rd grade at all 
three schools (coincidental v/ith 'the shift from the Co-op Primary 
to the CTBS) .. 

In interpreting all of the foregoing data on standardized 
tests,, the reader is reminded that the Right to Read programs had 
been operational for a maximum of only 6-7 months at. the time of 
the post-test and that many portions of tha program (particularly 
yi'..c:6 related to the provision of special materials) have been 
operational for an even briefer period. 
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Attitude Tests ' r.'^ * ■ ^ 

An attitude test comprised of 25 items was administered by 
classroom teachers in May, 1973, The test. proved too difficult 
for 1st and 2nd grade children and results are therefore reported 
for grades 3-6 only. The maximum possible score is 125 and a 
percentile range, bas.^d on the 944 tests completed in grades 3-6 
at all three schools, was computed as follows:

Since pre- test scores were ^not available, no pre/post compari- 
sons or gain scores could be computed. Furthermore, since the test ^ 
has not been standardized, there are no national norms against 
vhich deviations could be measured. 

Analytic focus v;as therefore directed to comparing the 
attitude test results v/ith reading performance. The total attitude 
test scores; and percentile ranks, were examined in relation to 
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reading scores — individually, by grade level and by school. A 
relationship betv;een the two sets of scores was found pto e^ist,. 
but the relatively low correlation betv/een. them is reflective of 
the fact that the attitude, test is measuring something diff erei>t ; 
from the specific skills measured by standardized reading tests-. 
The following graph portrays the relationship between reading ^st 
scores and attitude scores on a grade level basis. .''Each class was 
listed in descending order on the basis of reading test scores for 
May, 1972. The class list was then divided at the midpoint and - 
mean attitude scores,, were coniputed for the. top half compared with. ;^ 
the bottom half^ producing the following results:

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Viide variations were noted betv;ccn mean attitude scores on a 
class-by-class basis ^ from a lov; of 79.5 {20th percentile) to a 
high of 98,4(70th percentile). The relatioiiship of this finding 
to teacher attitudes, teaching approaches, peer group pressures or 
■other factors cannot be determined at this time. 

A' plotting of the individual attitude test score relationship 
for all three schools and an inter-school comparison is contained 
within the Summary.

For Webster 5th and 6th grade classes only, there are two 
additional columns: the first (labeled PA) refers to the 
pre-attitude sub-scale and the second (labeled SUB) refers 
to the post-attitude sub-scale.- These are identical 
scales of seven items, administered one year apart. The 
maximum possible score on each is 35 points, and gains or 
losses can be readily ascertained by visual inspection. 

Together, the following pages contain a vast amount of 
usable data. Numerous analyses were undertaken in the 
course of the evaluation study but many more are possible, 
utilizing the data -v/hich 'is being provided. It is hoped 
that this information will be of particular value as 
baseline data for subsequent evaluation studies.

Standardized tests were administered by classroom teachers to 
all of the children in grades 1-6 in May, .1972 and again in May, 
1973. For the purpose of this study, the 1972 results constitute • 
the pre-test and the 1973 results constitute the post-test. Since . 
we V7ere primarily interested in tracking the performance of individual 
children over a onc-ycar span (during which thev had been promoted 
to a higher grade) v:e utilized pre-test data for grades 1-5 and .; 
post-test data for grades 2-6, The following chart is a summary 
of the instruments, forms, levels, dates cf administration, and 
national norms for the pre and past-tests utilized in the evaluation.

All scores were translated into grade equivalents, and mean 
grade equivalents v;ere computed for both the pre and post-tests on 
the basis of grade level.* In addition to the means computed for 
the 1972 and 1973 test administrations, grade level means for 1971 
were available from the Work Statements prepared by each of the 
schools for national Right to Read. The 1971 scores are not directly . 
comparable in all cases, since some of those tests were administered 
in October**, rather than in May. Nevertheless, they are being 
included in this overview in order to provide an additional basis for 
comparison and to expand the longitudinal dimension of the data* 

Figure 17 is a summary of the mea^i grade equivalents achieved 
by each grade level on the threes succeeding years. Different groups 
of children are, of course, represented at the same grade level in 
each succeeding year. An estimate of gain can be secured by making 
cross-coniparisons (e.g. , grade 2 in 1971 — > grade 3 in 1972 -4 grade 4 
in 1973) but this does not constitute a precise statement of individual 
gain because of the turnover factor.***

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•While moan scores tend to obscuro the wide range of individual 
differences, the following conclusions may be drav/n ■from the 
foregoing data: 

Webster GE's for grades 1, 2, arid 3 shov/ed , gains ranging from 
one to three months between May,, 1971, and May,' 1972. The second 
grade gain was maintained in 1973, but the third grade .slipped to 
just slightly below the 1971 level. ' , ' , 

The fourth grade GE increased eight months in the seven-month 
period between October, 1971, and May, 1972, and there was a very 
slight decline (tv.'O months) from May, 1972, to May.- 1973. The some 
pattern occurred in the fifth grade, with a nine month gain from 
October, 1971, to May, 1972, and a three month slippage from May, - 
1972 to May, a.973. As noted elsewhere, October-May increases are 
likely to be higher than May-May increases because of. summer declines. 
No sixth grade scores are available for May, 1972, but there was an 
eight month increase for the period between October, 1971, and May, 
1973. ■■ ^ 

Overall, Webster scores v;ere below grade level at all grades 

(except the first) in both 1972 and 1973. Negative deviation from 

the norm increased slightly in 1973. A possible explanation derives 

from the fact that both staff and- students have had to adapt to new 

program approaches v.'ithin the last six or seven months, and that 

these new programs have been fully operational for only a very few 
months. 
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Another, perhaps more productive way of looking at the data 
.is in terms of gain scores. Based on our "tracking" of individual 
students, the mean gain scores reflect the actual gains achieved 
between May, 1972 and May, 1973 for those students for whom we have 
pre and post scores. Since a full year elapsed between May, 1972 
and May, 1973,^ a full month's g'ain for every month in school would 
yield a gain score of 1.0, 'As pointed out in the introduction, 
however, a negative gain is frequent between May and October, so 
that a gain of less than 1.0 is generally to be anticipated. Again, 
, the mean scores tend to obscure the vast individual differences 
shown in the section on individual data (with individual gains 
ranging. from a loss of over one year to a gain of .several years for 
different students within the same grade level) • The following 
chart is a summary of the mean gain scores. .Children are listed in 
terms of their present grade level (i.e., as of May, 1973)..

Webster students did not achieve the month-for-month gain at 
any level, although they came very close (eight months) in grade 4. 
Overall, they achieved a five month gain for a 10 month .period. 
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In this connection, a question must be raised concerning the 
meaning of negative gain scores (i.e., losses), which serve to 
depress the overall mean gaino; ' namely , whether the child has 
actually lost a readil^g skill which he oncey possessed or v;hethcr ' ^\ 
his measured performance is adversely affected by such extraneous 
factors as the form of the test; problems with vision or hearing, an 
v^mptional state, or.other factors. While there are no conclusive 
answers to this theoretical issue, it is interesting to note that 
\gain scores are higher for the 4th than for the 3rd grade at all 
\three schools (coincidental with the shift from the Co-op Primary 
to the CTBS) . > 
\ An additional analysis pf Webster School gain scores was 
bpnducted by the school's personnel to attempt to ascertain the • 
particular impact of the High Intensity Centers on student gains. 
The results are shown below:

Analytic focus was directed to. comparing the .attitude test 

results with 'reading performance. The total attitude test 

'/ ' ' ■' ■ - 

scores/ dhd- percentile ranks, were examined in relation to 
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reading scores — individually/ by grade level and by school. A 
relationship between the two sets of scores was found to exirt, 
but the relatively low correlation between them is- reflective of 
the fact that the attitude test is measuring something different 
fror:. the specific skills measured by standardized reading tests. 
The following graph portrays the relationship between reading test 
scores and attitude scores on a. grade level basis. Each class was 
listed in descending order on the basis of reading test scores for 
MayV 1972. The class list was then divided at the midpoint and 
jnean attitude scores were computed for the top half compared with 
the bottom half, prodijcing/ the following results:

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Wide variations were noted botv/ccn mean attitude scores on a 
class-by-class basis, froni a lov; of 84.8 (3 Otjl percentile) to' a 
high of 103.6 (90th percentile). The relationship - " 'his inding 
to teacher attitudes, teaching approaches, peer gr assures or 

other factors cannot be determined at this time. 

Webster v;as the only school fbr v;hich' pre-test results were 
available. The scores for l-s^ --^ar's fourth and fifth graders 
could therefore be compared vi .';e scores of this year's fifth 
and sixth graderr, on a sub-sec. . --ieven identical itc;ms.

It Will be noted that all but 27 of tho 112 students included 
showed a change in attitude, v;ith the majority (50 as compared v;ith 
35) shovving a negative change. 
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The chart shov;s the c .pccted correlation beo'con gain and 
attitude change in four of the five categories, but the results muc 
be interpreted cautiously because of the very small total N and che 
lack of information about the pre/poct test reliability of the 
sub-scale. 

A plotting of the individual attitude test score relationships 
for all three schools and an inter-school coniparison is contained 
within the Suramary. Numerous other comparisons might have been 
explored but the c-iscovery of the full meaning of the attitude test 
scores (and sub-scales) v;ill need to av/ait a second testing and 
additional v/ork in the determination of reliability and /ulidity.

Crocher Highlands children continued to score at or above the national 
norm at every grade level, with the least pos.itive deviation at 
grade 3. Grades 2 and 5 v;ere slirjhtly below their performance in 
1972; and grade 4 performed better. 

Prescott children held their own (or did very slightly betcer) in 
grades 2, 3, and 4. Grade 5 perfor:nance was significantly iniprovcl. 
All scores, except grade 2, were, however, below the natior-al norm. - 

Webster children held their ov.'n in grade 2 and declined, by approxi- • 
mately three months, in each of the ou:er grades. All scores, .in 
grades 2-6 remained below the national norms, with a negative deviVcion 
of almost tv;o years in grade 6. 

As noted in an earlier discussion, different groups of children 
'are represented at the same grade level in each of, the two calendar ' 
years shown. An estimate of gain can be secured by. making cross 
comparisons (e.g., grade 2 in 1971- -4 grade 3 in 1973) , but this 
doesn't constitute a precise statement of individual gain because of 
the turnover from year to year. V7e have therefore "tracked" all 
individuals who took both the pre and post tests. Figure 27 shoves ' 
the actual computed mean gains, by school and current grade level, 
for all of the children for v/hom both scores were available. This^ 
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includes all children (in grades 1-5) who took the pre-test in 
May, 1971, and the post test in May, 1972,

The actual number of months in school, between May 'and May, 
is teii. Therefore, a gain of 1*0 is needed in order to maintain a 
constant relationship to the national norm. Thus, the norm for 
grade 3 is 3.3, the norm for grade 4 is 4,8, etc. 

It is evident from the figure above that Crocker Highlands 
has an average gain of 1.1 with the best gains (17 & 15 months) being 
made by the children now in the fourth and fifth grades. Prescott 
gains exceed the 1.0 at grade 1, fall to jus,t one month at grade 2 
and steadily improve thereafter, with' Ih years gain for one year in 
grade 6. Overall, hov;ever, Prescott falls slightly short , of the 
month~f br-month gain required to "keep up". Webster students did 
not achieve the month~f or~month gain at any level, ^^^tl though they 
came very closq (eight months) in grade 4 .~ ~ Over ^1, they achieved 
a five month gain for a 10 month period. 

ATTIT:yDE SCOPvES 

Figure 28 shows the mean scores and percentile' ranks achieved 
by each school and. grade level on the attitude scale adriiinistercd 
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in May, 1973. Since the tosf was prcpnred cspocially foi' this 
evaluation, there are no- national norms and the percentile ranrjes 
were computed for the 944 children, in grades 3-6, at Crocker ' 
Highlands, Pro.cott, and Webster, who took. the test. Since this is 
not a cross-section of all school cluldren,- the percentile ranges "

CONCLUSION ' . : 

It is apparent that with a ' few , exceptions , little measurable gain 
has been accomplished since the introduction of an operational R2R 
program in the Oakland public schools. This is not surprising in light 
of the very -short duration 'of the program.. As noted earlier, the -first 
beginnings occurred approximately six mpnths ago and- additional .time v:as 
rec^uired t o secure snaterials, become familiar with these materials/ etc.; 

ThCr converse is also possible but actually occurred far Ifess frequently. 
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Mn some instances; specif ic' elements olT the R2R 'program have ^ 
become opcratixDnal in the pant tv;o or three months. This is c 
too short a time tq produce signif ioant gain in test performa. 

The separate process evaluatipn conducted by Pacific T. 
identified a number 6f promising pf'actices and offered recomiu* 
for" further improvement.. • When'^hese practice's have b^en in o 
for another full yeaf, by^May 1974, it v/ill.be possible to cox^ 
definitive evaluation study; At this time also/ it will be p*' 
to perform pre and post comparisons of the attit\jde scaL^^ us 
tiata of this report as the pre-tes£. An^ extendedJiong&udinaX 
reading test scores, from 1971 through 1974^ should provide a.
